The gov- 
ernment has not increased taxes on huge 
fortunes and incomes proportionate to the 
needs of the people or to the steep rise in 
profits. 

The Communist Party has repeatedly 
pointed out that the budget can be bal- 
anced but this must be achieved by mak- 
ing the rich pay, not by slashing the mea- 
ger relief of the unemployed or other im- 
poverished people. 

Just now when the industrial outlook be- 
comes more uncertain, when more workers 
are losing their jobs, when the gambling on 
stocks and commodities lowers the income 
of the farmers and dhe middle-class, the 
economic royalists are engaged in a con- 
certed drive to slash government expendi- 
tures for unemployment relief, for aid to the 
farmers, for much needed building projects, 
for all kinds of social insurance. . 


This road means an intensification of the 
adverse economic conditions endangering the 
welfare of the people. 


In his great speech before the C:1.0. con- 
ference in Atlantic City, John L. Lewis 
sounded the warning that, economically 
speaking, America is not “out of the woods.” 
The question of unemployment has not been 
solved. He showed that the American mil- 
lionaires were trying to load more of the 
crushing burdens on the backs of the major- 
ity of the American people in order to try 
to escape the slightest increase of taxes on 
their tremendous fortunes or excessive in- 
comes. Lewis showed that in the United 
States the taxes on the rich were far below 
those in England. 

There is no doubt that the immediate 
future will see a more fervent and menacing 
drive of every section of the camp of reaction 
and the economic royalists to lower govern- 
ment expenditures for the needy and to cut 
taxes of the rich. 


Let the people present their legislation 
to Congress against the schemes of the eco- 
nomic royalists to escape taxation and to 
pile the new deficits on those least ‘capable 
of bearing them. 


A Staunch Working 
Class Fighter | 


„ It is highly fitting today for the Amer- 


ican working class to recall and honor the 
memory of one of its finest sons, Eugene 
Victor Debs, who died 11 years ago, October 
20, 1926. 


Debs came up out of the ranks of Amer- 
ican labor in the days of the great railroad 
battles of 1894. The American Railway 
Union, a product of Debs’ organization ac- 
tivity, and«one of the earliest industrial 
unions in the country, since it comprised sev- 
eral railway crafts, came to the aid of the 
striking Pullman Company workers, and 
soon felt the arm of Federal repression. Fed- 
eral troops helped break the strike, and Eu- 
gene Debs was sent to jail at Woodstock. 

The Woodstock jail, as Debs often used 
to tell smilingly, was his “university,” and 
he came out of it a class-conscious fighter for 
working class emancipation, a part he played 


nobly for 40 years. 


Debs was one of the great spokesmen of 


| the American working class, speaking al- 


ways in passionate defense of its interests 
and denouncing the evils of capitalism. 

When the Russian Revolution thrilled the 
world in 1917, Debs instinctively broke 
through all the reformist fogs of the Hill- 
quits, and proclaimed proudly, “I am a Bol- 
shevik from the top of my head to the tips 
of my toes.“ > 

It is symbolic that Debs went to jail for 
his speech at Canton, Ohio, where he boldly 
defended the imprisoned Charles Ruthen- 
berg, the working class leader who was to 
take the historic step away from the reform- 
ism and opportunism that were poisoning 
the Socialist Party leadership, and who was 
to found the first thoroughly revolutionary 
party of the American working class: the 
Communist Party. In fighting for Ruthen- 
berg, Debs was prophetically fighting for the 
development of the working class toward a 
more integrated, a more thoroughly revolu- 
tionary party than had yet existed in this 
country. 

Debs, of course, had his weaknesses. On 
some of the fundamental problems of the rev- 
olution, he was not altogether clear, and in 
his struggle against war there were rem- 
nants of a kind of pacifism which did not 
prevent him from unflinchingly ‘taking up 
the fight against the imperialist war in a 
revolutionary way. He died before he found 
the path that would lead him to a complete 
break with the reformism of the Socialist 
Party leadership and toward enlisting in the 


new revolutionary party — the Communist 


Party. . 
“The most heroic word. in all languages 


is Revolution,” he once said. 


In their fight for a better world, the 
American working class will always cherish 
the memory of this great working class 
fighter. ar

Have you ever lived for a month on tea and beans with some Com- 
munist. organizer in the South? Have you ever walked a picket line? 
Have you seen the daily sacrifiees made by sailors, steel workers, 
bakers, farmers, longshoremen, stenographers—all the unknown heroes 
who fight through hell and high water for the vision of a fine hüman 
world? You, living at ease in your prosperous Zion, go out of your 
way to sneer at such people. It isn't sporting, and it isn’t intelligent. 
You are a famous writer, and you won the Nobel prize. But this 
doesn't give you any immunity from being a decent human being. 

It can’t be a good book, because you know nothing about the 
subject. It will come out of your vagarious head, and not out of life. 
It will be, if I-and others know you, a revelation of the dullest side 
of your talent—the prejudices you acquired as a young American 
provincial, the suspicion of Jews, Negroes and all foreigners. You 
have managed to keep these bigotries out of your writing so far. 
You were wise in doing so—but now, if you let your ignorance appear 
on the record, you will have stained your own name. You will auto- 
matically identify yourself with al the things the great mass of 
Americans hate like poison today. 

But maybe you feel that you belong with Hearst. Maybe this is 
more than just one of your pranks. Maybe you sincerely hate Coni- 
munists and want to expose them. It is your privilege. I believe in 
letting a man go to hell in his own way. Go to it, “Red,” dish up all 
the dirt your agile mind can invent! I can assure you that the 
people who have survived Hitlers concentration camps.and headsmen, 
Mussolini's thugs and castor oll, Mitchell Palmer's raids and the tear- 
gas and bullets of the Vigilantes, will also manage to weather a red- 
baiting caricature by Lewis. 

You can hurt feelings, but you cannot hurt the truth. It is 
the facts of ca life that make for Communism and create 
Communists. One th of the nation is fll-fed, ill-housed, ill-clothed. 
That is the conserva statement of the problem by Roosevelt. 
America is engaged in a great crusade to end such poverty here. 
It may not succeed, because capitalism can never be reformed; its 
evils are organic. Just the same, the American masses are in motion 
as never since the Civil War. ‘ 

You will not hurt the truth! To attack the Communists, one 
should really know. something about them. Communists live and 
work in fo’'c’s’l’s, in mining camps, in steel mills, offices, farms, and 
other such places. But you are a wealthy penthouse author, and 
never get oul anymore into the dirt of America. I assure you, “Red,” 
you can only write a rotten book—Communism is not to be studied 
through a lorgnette. But go to it, and we can promise you a grand wake!
